What is to follow the establishment of 
an Allied front along the coast of the 
Mediterranean we shall know when it hap- 
pens. That something will follow, on a 
major scale, is certain, The armies are not 
being moved into the desert, nor into the 
coastal areas of Morocco and Algiers, just 
to camp there. 

In springing this sudden coup, the Al- 
lied High Command has confused alike the 
enemy and its critics. Both Hitler and the 
clamorers for a “second front” had their 
eyes fixed on the western coast of Europe. 
Largely because the board of strategists in 
Washington wanted them to keep looking 
there, and talking about the possibilities 
of success and failure should another 
Dieppe raid be attempted on a huge scale. 

To plan the landing of huge forces in 
North Africa and to carry out the plans in 
Secrecy was in itself an accomplishment of 
obvious magnitude and difficulty. The 
transport of these forces was the largest 
movement of men by sea undertaken dur- 
ing the present war. To accumulate the 
transports, assemble the warships and 
planes, and carry the expedition through 
sub-infested seas was a feat. To do so 
without news of the movement leaking out 
was a far more difficult task. 

Not long ago Herr Hitler expressed the 
opinion that he was battling “military 
idiots”. He probably has a different notion 
now. And those in the Allied countries 
who have been chafing because an offen- 
sive had not been opened somewhere in 
western Europe also have cause to recast 
their judgment. 

The directors of Allied strategy have 
given the best possible proof that they are 
not “asleep at the switch”. They have 
landed a force of 140,000 men or more 
within striking distance of the enemy with 
only minor resistance to be overcome, and 
comparatively few casualties. This force 
can be built up to whatever strength may 
be needed for whatever plans of attack the 
High Command has in mind. 

Having been given this signal demon- 
stration of their capacity, the Allied peo- 
ples will feel that they can safely leave it to 
their military leaders to know where to 
strike from the African base, when to 
strike, and how to strike. That they in- 
tend to strike there is no doubt at all at 
Berlin or in Rome,

Remembrance Day 


The free peoples of the world can com- 
memorate Remembrance Day tomorrow 
with better heart than they have been able 
to do since 1938, 

Three years ago the Nazi forces were 
striking right and left at neighbor states, 
and the world was beginning to get a 
glimpse of the gigantic war machine they 
had built up with which to destroy the 
ideals for which the Allies fought twenty 
years before, 

Two years ago France had collapsed, 
and Britain alone of the great powers stood 
in arms against the massed Axis forces in 
defence of freedom. 

One year ago the Russians were fight- 
ing heroically but with doubtful success to 
defend their homeland and their right to 
govern themselves, while Britain and its 
smaller allies, aided by material supplies 
from the United States, were fighting no 
less courageously but with no clearer pros- 
pect of victory. 

It seemed on each of those three an- 
niversaries that the men who sleep in 
Flanders’ Fields might have died in vain, 
The torch of liberty which they flung from 
failing hands might be trampled under the 
wheels of mechanized savagery and the 
light of the world go out. 

We have cause now to believe, as well 
as to hope, that the peril is passing. In 
both theatres of conflict the outlook is de- 
finitely brighter. In the Orient, the Jap- 
anese have their hands full to keep what 
they grabbed, while their strength is wan- 
ing and ours is growing. In Europe, the 
Nazis and Fascists have been hemmed in, 
their onslaught on Russia brought to a 
Stand, their plans of conquest in Agia ahd 
Africa thrown out of joint, 

The war is not yet won, But the Spoils- 
men are no longer winning. They are mak- 


ing advances nowhere. They are being 
ousted from Africa, barred from Asia 
Minor, and stalled in the Far East. The 


tide is at the turn. When it moves again 
the forces of freedom will surge through 
the conquered lands toward Berlin and 
Rome and Tokyo. The men who died in 
Flanders and their comrades in that other 
war did not fight in vain. 

We can remember them tomorrow with 
clear conscience and strong faith. We are 
keeping the trust they left us, and will pre- 
serve the freedom for which they fought.

In this calendar year two 
loans have been successfully floated, 
amounting to $2,000,000,000. In addition 
there has been a large and steady purchase 
of savings certificates, while heavier-than- 
ever taxes are meeting more than one-half 
of the war cost. 

Subscriptions to the third Victory Loan 
brought in more money than was ever be- 
fore raised at one time in Canada, It is true 
that last February the second Loan reach- 
ed a figure in excess of the present total. 
But $153,000,000 of that sum represented 
conversions—old bonds traded in for new 
ones, There were no conversions this 
time. The whole amount subscribed was 
paid in cash and covered by instalment 
agreements, and represents new money, 

This great sum—more than $950,000,- 
000 when the campaign closed Saturday 
night—was drawn from accumulated sav- 
ings and from savings pledged over the 
next seven months. This demonstration of 
the financial resources of our people is en- 
lightening. It will be recalled if someone 
in future tries to tell us that the country 
‘an't finance the employment of idle men 
in times of world stagnation. 

Had this money not been put into 
bonds, the bulk of it would have been 
spent. Much of it would have gone into un- | 
necessary buying, some into frivolous 
waste. Because the range of commodities 
offered for sale has been narrowed, this 
spending would have been more than other- 
wise strong in its inflationary tendencies. 
The price ceiling would have been put un- 
der harder strain, and might have given 
way. 

‘In addition to backing the war effort, 
the public in buying the bonds thus also 
backed the effort that is being made to 
hold the price level and to avoid the chaos 
of an upward spiral movement, Bond-buy- 
ers transferred to the future $950,000,000 
worth of buying power which they might 
have used at present. That will make post- 
war readjustment easier, for the individual 
buyer and his dependents, and also for the 
country.

Seven New Ways To Save 
| On Sugar; Lemon Drops

Since most of us Ike pets, and 
many of us have them, let's con- 
sider the problem of feeding them 
in war time. 

With the possibility of grocers’ 
shelves becoming bare of canned 
dog foods, the problem of a bal- 
anced menu for pets might become 
acute. However, here are some 
suggestions for Fido from a pro-

Horse meat has long been part of 
the diet of fox hounds, and in 
some place is being made avail 
able to city dwellers.

“Dogs have practically 
lulose-splitting organs in their 
digestive system,” he points out, 
“which means that there’s only a 
two per cent digestibility of 
vegetables by canines. Therefore 
vegetable feeding to yield enough 
food value to sustain the dog would 
require too much bulk.” 

As to cereals, the professor

Crisis in Manpower Appears To Be Approaching 


Selective Service Is Im-| 
potent and Lacks Essen- | 


tial Powers 
By GRANT DEXTER 


OTTAWA.—Signs are multiply- 
ing that the crisis in manpower, so 


often forecast in the past two years, | 


will have to be faced in the next 
few months. 

The showdown may come in sev- 
eral ways: by decisions fixing 
limits to the army for both home 
defence and overseas service, or to 
war industry. In the absence of 
such decisions, there may well be 


resignations of high officials and | 
perhaps, although not so likely, of | 


ministers, 

The signs of the impending crisis 
are very noticeable at Ottawa and 
in the highly industrialized areas 
of central Canada. They can best 
be appreciated if the record ot Na- 
tional Selective Service, in its 
wider implications, is reviewed. 

When selective service was an- 
nounced last March great things 
were expected of il. As described 
by Mr. King in parliament, its 
responsibilities were great. But 
few noted at the time that its 
powers were strictly limited. 

Mr. Little and others associated 
with him in administering selective 
service took the assignment in 
earnest, went about the country 
making speeches about what was 
going to happen. 

Figuratively they were like the 
farmer who thinks he has much 
land to work, who tunes up the 
tractors and the gang plows only 
to discover that all he really needs 
is a hand trowel to cultivate a win- 
dow box, 


Impotent 


To this day, seven months after 
the announcement, selective serv- 
ice is impotent, on its own, to hire 
a stenographer or to pay a bill, 


unimportant jobs and put them to 
work on essential ones. It can deal 
with people who come to its labor 
offices looking for work, but no 
more 

Great sections of the population, 
and therefore of manpower, are 
totally withdrawn from its field of 
action—agriculture for example. 
And the areas so blocked off are 
increasing, not decreasing; as wit 
ness the freezing, even if only tem- 
porarily, of half a dozen basic in- 
dustries a few days ago, 

Most people seem to have been 
thinking of selective service as the 
agency which would co-ordinate 
the war effort, There is, however 
no warrant for such a view, This 


may happen: the crisis may have 
this result? But it has not hap- 
pened yet 


That there is urgent need of co 
ordination is no longer in dispute 
at Ottawa. Ever since the outbreak 
of war, Canada’s war activities- 
army, navy, air force, war industry, 
the basic industries upon war in- 
dustry rests—have been expanding 
at peak speed. All of them have 
been making demands on man- 
power and the crisis now looms be-

Owing to the fact that the serv- 


ice given by Normal school 
trainees in Alberta rural schools 
has been satisfactory, several 


school boards have requested that 
the trainees be permitted to con- 
tinue teaching until the end of the 
teaching year, it was reported 
Tuesday by Dr. G. Fred McNally, 
deputy minister of education. 

It is expected this suggestion will 
be considered at the annual con- 
vention of school trustees here this 
week, 

Normal school trainees from Ed- 
monton and Calgary are now re- 
placing graduate teachers owing to 
the shortage of teachers in rural 
schools, They are scheduled to re- 
turn to Normal to continue their 
courses at the end of the term at 
Christmas, other trainees being 
sent out to take their places. 


FEW VACANCIES 


At the present time 90 per cent 
of the divisions have full staffs and 
there are now less than 25 vacancies 
for teachers in the province, it 
was reported. 

It was stated that where vacancies 
occur school classes are being 
doubled up, two schools being oper- 
ated in one. A government grant 
meets the major portion of the cost 
of transporting students under this 
plan. °

Teachers Walk — 
Out on Strike | 
At Vegreville 


In protest against the board's | 
refusal to accept the payment of 
teachers’ salaries according to 
the recommendations of a Board 
of Arbitration, teachers employed 


by the Vegreville school division 
went on strike Tuesday morning. 


Fifty-seven out of the 62 schools 
in the district were closed and the 


five remaining open were “minor 
} ones,” James McRea, president of 
the Vegreville Local A.T.A., stated. 

T. D. Baker, president of the Ed- 
monton Teachers’ Association, and 
vice-president of the Alberta 
Teachers’ Association, stated Tues- 
|day that" regular meeting of the) 
Edmonton Teachers’ Association 
|was held Monday night but the 
| matter was not settled. It was not 
the agenda for discussion. 

Mr. Baker, however, stated that 
the Edmonton teachers and teach- 
;ers throughout the province feel 
{that teachers of the Vegreville 
division are suffering an injustice 
and that all teachers’ conventions 
throughout the province have 
pledged their full support to the 
Vegreville teachers in their struggle 
for justice.” 

LEAVING DISTRICT 


In the meantime the Vegreville 
division teachers are leaving the 
district for their homes where they 
will wait until the dispute is settled. 

Mr. McRea stated that two divi- 
sions and two towns in other parts 
of the province already have re- 
quested the services of some of the 
teachers out on strike.

A very curious thing about pain 
is that the part which hurts is 
not always the site of the injury 
Pain may reflex to other parts and 
the part which is painful may be | 
merely ringing the alarm for some 
other area

world.” 

When pain drives the patient to 
undertake a treatment to remove it, 
then the pain itself must be consid- 
ered useful. It has done its duty as 
a warning signal that something is 
wrong which needs correcting 

When pain is present, the best 
plan is to try to find out 
causing it. When all of the parts of 
the body are in perfect health. pain 
unknown. Whenever pain = ap- 
pears, I suggest that you reason 
that something has caused it. When 
you find the cause, and remove it, 
you have learned a valuable lesson 
from the pain. 

The only treatment which will 
permanently banish pain is that 
which finds the cause and takes it 
away. Some of the measures which 
are of temporary value in providing 
relief from pain are heat, massage 
or rubbing, rest, and the use of a 
“pain-killer” or drug which deadens 
the nerves of sensation. Any of 
these may be used in an emergency 
to make the patient comfortable 
but, in themselves they usually do 
not promise permanent and lasting 
relief.
